PRESIDENT 
MITCHELL 
HAS 


LITTLE TO SAY. 


WOULD HELP THE SITUATION 


IF 
ALL MINES POSTED THE 


NOTICE OF ADVANCE. 


Hazelton, Pa,, Oct. £0.—President 


Mitchell, of the United Mine Work- 
ers, practically admitted to a repre- 
sentative of the Associated Press to- 
day that if every operator in the re- 
gion (were to post notices similar 
to those that are now being tacked 
up by some of the mine owners this 
action would in itself probably not 
end the strike. 


H« was asked if all the comlpanies 


were to post such notices what his 
next step would be. 


At first he hesitated and then re- 


plied; 


"Under the conditions laid down 


by the Scranton miners' convention 
there could be no (partial resumption 
of work." 


When it was suggested that his re- 


ply did not answer the question he 
said: 


"Well, all I will say is that if all 


the companies post notices it would 
clear up matters considerably. 
It 


would remove some of the obstacles 
that now present themselves." 


This is the first public statement 


that Mr. Mitchell has made bearing 
on a aettl-ement of the contest since 
the operators at Scranton took their 
decided stand that the reduction of 
powder price must be consid-ered in 
figuring out the advance in wages. 


Notices similar to those already 


posted toy individual operators in this 
region were issued today by three 
more companies. 
They were 'J. S. 


Wentz & Co., operating Silver Brook 
collierjr; Dodson & Co., owners of 
mines at Tffiorea 'and Beaver CBrooik, 
and the Mill. €reek Coal company, 
which operates -collieries at Buck 
Mountain and New Boston in Schuyl- 
kill county. 
fTyler & Jftcflftirk, who 


operate a fwashery at Audenxied, em- 
ploying about fifty men, have posted 
a notice givting employes an inorea&e 
in wages of 10 per cent. 


The only large intdividual operators 


in this region that have not posted 
what is known as the second notice, 
are Coxe Bix>0, & Co., G. B, Markte & 
€o. iand the Lehigh and Wilkesbarre 
Coal company.

A TRIBUTE TO MARK HANNA 


FOURTH DAY OF CANVASS IN 


NEW YORK. 


Rochester, N. Y., Oct. 20.—Imme- 


diately upon the close of his speech 
at Pitzhugh hall at 11:30 o'clock 
last night William J. Bryan was 
driven directly to the -New York Cen- 
tral station and boarded his train. 


fifteen minutes later he had re- 


tired fox the night, 
At 1 o'clock a. 


m. his train got under way, going 
over the Old Line and the Northern 
Central to Elmira, where his first 
speech will be delivered this morn- 
ing. 
After speaking at Corning, 


Bath, Cohocken and Wayland l&r, 
Bryan again returns to Rochester at 
2:50 this afteinoon, -where he 
make a ten minute address. 


AT HILL'S OLD HOME, 


ROOSEVELT IN WASHINGTON. 


Washington, 
Oct. 20.—Governor 


Roosevelt arrived here this morning 
from the west. His special 
train 


pulled into the Sixth street station 
soon after 7 o'clock. The governor 
was up and left soon for the Arling- 
ton hotel, where he had an early 
breakfast. 


Governor Roosevelt called at the 


white house at 10:30 
o'clock this 


forenoon and was shown to the li- 
brary, where he at once was joined 
by the president. The governor was 
accompanied by Curtis Guild, jr, 
They remained with the president 
for an hour, discussing the political 
situation. Mr, Roosevelt refused to 
be interviewed, stating that he could 
not at this titne talk politics* 


At 1:30 this afternoon he will take 


lunch with the president, in com- 
pany with Secretary Long and Lieu- 
tenant Commander W. S. Cowles, of 
the navy. The governor will leave 
later for Baltimore, where he is to 
speak tonight* 


Elmira, N. Y., Oct. 20.—Mr. Bryan 


began the speech-making for the 
third day of (his New York t'ouir at 
Ehnira at 9 o'clock today. Hs spoke 
from a stand erected on the Wisher 
park and notwithstanding the early 
hour of the day he had an audience 
which was not only large but enthu- 
siastic. 


'Among others on the stand was J* 


B. StanchHeld, the democratic candi- 
didate for the New York governor- 
Jhip, who lives fit this place. 
Re- 


torting to him in introducing his 
speech Iffr, Bryan said: 


"You have a large crowd for this 


lime in the morning and you d'o not 


ie from curiosity, for you have 


had so much experience in seeing 
men prominent in politics that a 
mere question of president! candi- 
date would arouse no curiosity. You 
are the home of governors. 
You 


have had two and are about to have 
a third. 
So I know that you -are 


here this (morning ibecause you are 
nterested in fhe question^ which >are 
Before the people this campaign. The 
people have to si't in judgment upon 
the issues presented by the parties, 
and I am glad that I live in a coun- 
try where no man -can be elected un- 
ess the people want him elected, and 
where no policy can be enforced un- 
ess the petople wanit that policy en- 
forced, for up to this time the re- 
publicans have not yet denied our 
right to a,ttend to our business, al- 
Dhough they deny the MLipino the 
right to attend to 'his business."

ENGLAND AND GERMANY FORM 


AN ALLIANCE. 


WILL 
HOLD CHINA 
INTACT 


COMMERCE IS TO BE FREE IN 


THE RIVER PORTS. 


AGREEMENT JUST 
REACHED 


WASHINGTON THINKS THERE IS 


NOTHING NEW IN IT. 


London, Oct. 20.—Germany and 


England have formed an alliance to 
maintain 
territorial 
integrity of 


China and to keep ports open. 
The 


terms of this agreement, which was 
arrived at October 16, between Iiord 
Salisbury and Count Von Hatzfeldt, 
German ambassador to England, are 
officially given out as follows: 


"The German government and her 


British majesty's government, being 
desirous to maintain their interests 
in China and their right under ex- 
sting treaties, have agreed to ob- 
seive the fallowing principles re- 
garding a mutual policy in China. 


"Firstly—It is a matter of joint 


permanent 
international 
interest. 


?orts on the rivers and canals of 
China should remain free and open 
;o trade and to every other legitimate 
'orrn of economic activity for the peo- 
ples of all countries without distinc- 


ion; 
and the two governments agree 


on their part to uphold the same fox 
all Chinese territory as far as they 
can exercise in fluence. 


"Secondly-^Both governments agree 
hat they will not on their part make 
use of the pi%esent complication to 
obtain for themselves any territorial 
advantage in Chinese dominion, &nd 
will direct their policy towards main- 
taining undiminished the territorial 
condition of the Chinese empire* 


"Thirdly—In case of another power 


making use of -the complications in 
China in order to obtain under any 
form whatever such territorial ad- 
vantages, the two contracting par- 
ties reserve to themselves the right 
;o come to a preliminary understand- 
.ng regarding the eventual step to be 
taken for the protection of their own 
nterests in China. 


"Fourthly—The two governments 


will communicate this agreement to 
the 'others powers interested, espe- 
cially 
Austria-Hungary, 
Trance, 


Italy, Japan, Russia and the United 
States and invite them to accept the 
principles recorded in it."

NOT REALLY AN ALLIANCE. 


Washington, Oct. 20.~>The state 


department here has not yet been 
advised officially of the terms of the 
alliance reported from London tto 
have been reached between Qermany 
and England to maintain territorial 
integrity over 
China and to keep 


ports open. While the move gives 
general satisfaction here, the officials 
say that it probably is a misnomer 
;o call it an alliance. 
What probably has happened, they 


say, has been a 
reafflnnation 
of 


principles already agreed upon, not 
only between England and Germany, 
but between all of the great powers 
interested 
in 
China. 
Again, the 


officials point to the note of Secre- 
tary Hay of July 3d defining the po- 
sition of the United States and de- 
claring it to be its policy, among 
other things, to "preserve Chinese 
territorial and administrative en- 
tity, protect all rights guaranteed to 
friendly powers by treaty and inter- 
national law and safeguard for the 
world the principle of equal and im- 
partial trade with all parts of the 
Chines^ empire.11 


The i coords show that all the great 


poweis accepted the principle of this 
guarantee of turitoiial integrity. 


Their expiessions on the point of 


commercial freedom were not quite 
as explicit as in the case of terri- 
torial integrity, and it appears from 
a study of the British-German agree- 
ment above referred to that particu- 
lar care has now been taken to clear 
up any doubt on this point, 


Probably Germany was the first to 


engage with England on this point, 
because of her anxiety to preserve 
for German trade the important com- 
merce she has built up on the Yang- 
Tse river, which might fall to Eng- 
land in 
a division. 
The 
special 


reference made in the agreement to 
river commerce bears out this 
ference. 


The United States will promptly 


adhere to the principles contained i» 
this agreement, as it is directly in 
the line of our ft0piration&. 


If Russia can be brought to accept 


its terms as binding upon herself 


there can be no doubt, according to 
the official view here, that a sub- 
stantial movement will have been 
accepted toward a final settlement of 
the Chinese trouble.

CONVICTED MAN IS STILL 


SICK. 


SENTENCE TO BE DEFERRED 


AN INQUIRY INTO SANITY OF 


YOUTSEY TO BE MADE. 


"We, the jury, find the defendant 


guilty and fix his punishment at 
onfinement in the penitentiary for 
ife." 


Gentlemen, is that your verdict?" 


asked the Judge. 


"It is," was the reply. 
"Gentlemen, you are now finally r 


discharged, 
and you can call on' ' 


,he trustees of the jury fund for 
our pay," said Judge Cantrill. 
The jury filed out of the room and 


the most dramatic trial in the Ken- 
ucky courts for mAhy years was at 
an end. 


It was learned that no ballot was 


:aken last night, although it was 
practically agreed that a verdict of 
guilty would be found. This morn- 
ng the vote was unanimous that 
Youtsey was guilty. Then the de- 
gree of punishment waft taken up. 
On this question the Jury was some- 
what divided, but finally agreed on 
he life sentence. 
Henry Youtsey is the third man 
o be found guilty in connection with 
;he 
Goebel shooting, 
Caleb 
E. 


Powers, tried on the charge of com- 
plicity, was sentenced to life im- 
prisonment, while James Howard, 
tried on an indictment charging him 
with being a principal in the shoot- 
ng, was sentenced to death. 


During the early days 
of Yout- 


sey's trial the prisoner 
exhibited 


signs: of breaking down. While Ar- 
thur Goebel, brother of the dead 


man, 
was on the stand testifying, 


Youtsey rose in the prisoners' dock 
and denounced the witness in wild 
exclamations, while Youtsey's wife ' 
screamed that Goebel had sworn 
away the life of her husband. 


Later the prisoner became uncon- 


scious and, according to attending 
physicians, has since 
practically 


been inanimate. 
Each day his bed 


had been carried to the door of the 
jury room, where it stood in plain 
view of the court, its occupant ap- 
parently oblivious to his surround- 
ings. 


Motions for a continuance were 


overruled by Judge Cantrill, who de- 
clared that he was powerless to stop 
the trial unless 
the defendant be 


adjudged a lunatic, Youtsey on yes- 
terday showed considerable improve- 
ment, however, and his physicians 
stated that he had resumed taking 
nourishment in the regular manner, 
while his respiration was rapidly be- 
coming normal. 


Attorneys for the defense, imme- 


diately after the verdict was read, 
began preparing a motion for ah ar- 
rest of judgment, which, it is 
thought, 
will be suttaiaid, thii* 


postponing sentence uiktil the ne*t 
term of court in February. 


Of course, an appeal can be taken 


also, but it need not be prosecuted 
until after February in case the wo- 
tlon for arrest of Judgment is sus- 
tained. 


It is likely a Jury will be empan- 


eled as soon as practicable to inquire 
into Youtsey's vanity.

Bernadotte, some time mars-hil of 
France, but who did not suppoit the 
emperor in the hundred days that 
ended at Wateiloo. 
He had been 


elected piince royal of Sweden *ly the 
Swedish states by mandate of Napol- 
eon in 1810, and was then adopted by 
Chailes XIII., who tecame king of 
Sweden and Norv/ay in 1814 by the 
union of the two countiies. 


Bernadotte 
succseded 
him 
as 


Charles XIV., in 1818, and his grand- 


son, 
the sick King Oscar II., was born 


in 1829, succeeding to the throne in 
1872. He has been a popular ruler, 
no great vigor of mind or high pur- 
poses. In fact, just a respectable 
king. His withdrawal from the ac- 
tive affairs of the kingdom will have 
no effect upon the policy of the coun- 
try, the regent being much the same 
sort of a man as his father. 


Besides the constitutional govern- 


ment of the united kingdoms is one of 
the most restrictive in Europe, and 
the king has little or no initiative. 
Osoar was fond of peace, open air 
sports and a good table, and it is said 
that indulgences in this latter respect 
have been the s/ource of his present 
disability.

THAT BRITAIN SHOULD HAVE 


AFRICAN REPUBLICS. 


HELPS 
GERMAN INTERESTS 


IRISH QUESTION AGAIN TO THE 


FRONT. 


[Correspondence of Associated Press,] 
London, Oct. 20.—"I believe," said 


Emperor William recently, "that it 
is to Germany's advantage for Eng- 
land to have the Boer republics." 


The complete accuracy of this im- 


portant 
quotation, 
which gained 


strength from the fact that it was 
said at any idea of repetition or for 
the sake of mollifying- some British 
diplomats reliability 
vouched for. 


The remark was made in the course 
of a conversation between the em- 
peror and one of the leading Ger- 
mans, whose advice in matters of 
commercial policy his majesty relies 
upon, and who, by Vhe way, is- not a 
lover of Great 
Britain 
and 
her 


works. 
Through a recent visit of 


this individual to England The As- 
sociated Press secured knowledge of 
what may be fairly desciibed as the 
emperor's 
candid 
opinion of the 


South African matter. 


For several days the English and 


continental papers have contained 
hints, and even assertions, that Kus- 
sia, Francs and Germany are con- 
templating joint action of the idea 
of coercing Great Britain into grant- 
ing at least a degree of independence 
to the Boers. Several correspondents 
have adduced the most circumstan- 
tial details to prove the existence of 
this under-current of projected di- 
plomacy between the papers men- 
tioned and while the English public 
has grown inured to inteivention ru- 
mors, this latast revival has secured 
no small degree of credence and has 
even affected the markets. 


Whether Russia and France ever 


contemplated such 
action 
is not 


known, but the circumstances under 
which Emperor William spoke ef- - 
factually and definitely disposes of 
all possibility of any European In- 
tervention, for it is Acknowledged on 
all sides that Ru^s^ and Prance 
would not act wdthout Germany. 


There is even further significance 


in his majesty's pronouncement for, 
since he made the statement referred 
to, his 
interviewer 
has conferred 


with the Boer delegates. 
This oc- 


curred only a few days ago and it 
can be inferred that Dr. Leydes, the 
diplomatic agent of the Transvaal,

be decreased by the presence of ex- 
President Kruger in Europe. 
The 


Associated Press further learns his 
majesty's conviction that it will "be 
to Germany's advantage to have the 
British control the Boer republics, 
sprang, apparently, not from any 
idea of gaining counter-concessions 
or front a general policy of friend- 
ship, but from a distinct idea that 
Germany's commerce would be im- 
mensely benefited thereby and that 
the German territory would be im- 
proved, because he implicitly trusts 
that the German manufacturers and 
German shipping interests can cut 
the ground from under their British 
rivals even in the latter's own ter- 
ritory.

vantage there is no doubt these 
favorites will make 
money, but 


government on that principle is 
not government for protection; it 
is government for 
plunder, and 


here let me remind you, ladies and 
gentlemen, that government can- 
not profit if it be dishonest. There 
is no profit in government except 
for a rogue. The only way a gov- 
ernment can make money is by 
taxation. 


If a government takes 
more 


than it returns to the people the 
excess is tribute. 
The history of 


the world teaches one lesson—one 
lesson with an unbroken series of 
precedents—that is, that, while na- 
tions that have been compelled to 
pay tribute have survived it, the 
nations that have exacted tribute 
have always perished. (Applause). 
It is the history of the whole world 
In the nature of things tribute 
cannot be beneficial to the people 
of the country that levies. Why, 
if we took everything the Filipi- 
nos have, if we made one haul of 
it now, took everything that they 
possessed, it would not be one dol 
lar a head for the American people 
But the favorites of the govern- 
ment, the syndicates that will be 
given concessions to exploit the 
various properties and resources of 
the island, the protected industries 
will get special advantages. 


Every form of government in 


the last analysis depends upon the 
consent of the governed 
or else 


upon force. 
No government 
is 


willing to admit that it rests its 
claim to authority upon the naked 
power of the sword, so we can al- 
ways find that despots intervene * 
claim of Divine right—not being 
able to plead human consent, they 
intervene Divine authority. 


Now, Mr. McKinley is following 


the wake of all other despots. When 
he talks about 
despotism 
and 


Providence and Divine interposi- 
tion he is really setting up a claim 
of Divine right, just as any other 
despot has done. 


How, grvemment of Divine right 


timposes responsibilities, and a 
king at his coronation takes an 
oath 'by which he assumes responsi- 
bility for the good government and 
welfare of his people. 
But 
tlhe 


poor Filipinos have not even & coro- 
nation oath to guarantee them pro- 
tection. 
The president only takes 


•an oath to uphold the constitution, 
and he claims the constitution does 
not exist in the Fhilipfpines. Now, 
the government of the Philippines 
does not rest on consent of the gov- 
erned, 
Mr. McKinley has not yet 


set up a claim to Divine <oom<niand 
to assume autocratic power, so the 
government of the islands has no 
moral support whatever, and rests 
purely on force. 


If the constitution doesn't apply, 


what does? 
'What is the basis of 


this authority? 
Wluat is the basis 


of this government? Why nothing 
but force, naked, pure and undis- 
guised farce. That means the army 
of the United States. 
But if the 


constitution does not apply to thfc 
fphillipine islands, what right has 
Mr. McKinl-ey to issue a single or- 
der to the soldiers quartered there? 
His authority as •aommander-in- 
<chief springs from the constitution. 
If the constitution can be invoked 
for its power it must 'be obeyed for 
its limitations. 
Now, the moment 


the constitution applies to those 
Philippine islands, nobody wants 
them. The moment the constitu- 
tion lapplies to those islands the 
exploiters, the syndicaters, the 
gentlemen who 'are in this enter- 
prise to make profit out of (govern- 
ment, will (be the most earnest in 
demanding that they be let gft, 
Protective iwterfcats Witt rise in 
mutiny against it. (Democrats will 
insist on letting them go because 
it is Just, and republicans will in- 
sist on driving them away because 
there might be some loss in keep- 
ing them. 


CANNOT BE CPWO THINGS. 


1 do not believe that a republican 


officer 
can administer despotic 


powers 'and remain foithful to the 
republic. I do not believe that the 
hand that strikes liberty abroad 
will defend it at hotne, 
I do not 


believe that the violator of justice 
anywherete can be the priest of its 
temple in another place. I do know 
that the man or the nation thiat 
wants to be a tyrant is fit to be a 
slave. 
Do I exaggerate? 
Do I 


exflgcrerate in saying that Mr* Mo- 
Kinley wants to set up for a tyr- 
ant? 
This reheme of government 


is the most absolute despotism und 
tyranny ever known. 
I have no 


doubt that Mr. MoKinley would 
make a moat 'benevolent despot. 
But benevolent despots have al- 
ways been the dangerous ones. 
There n«ver would have been des- 
potism if it were mot for the virtues 
of benevolent despots who recon- 
cile p&ople to the system tfomiffh 
the excellence of their administra- 
tion. 


Let us see what merit there is in 


this pretense that if this system is 
established. 
Mr. McKinley will 


remain republican magistrate at 
horn* and orient*! d«tpot abroad; 
tfeftt he rtgfeft hand will be d*p»t* 


is*tt and his left hand constitution- 
al; that wihlle he pats his heel on 
the constitution In the Philippine 
Islands, he will bend his Vnee in 
hoanage fco it in the tTnited States. 
If we take the Philippines islands 
d do not think that anybody will 
dispute the fact that Mr. Lodge 
was candid, if 
prudent, in the 


Philadelphia convention when he 
said: 
"We will take them for 


what there is in it." 


If it would be profitable to take 


the Philippines I 
would like to 


know what power it would be im- 
proper to take. 
Certainly if con- 


gress has the right to set up any 
government that it pleases, in any 
country that it chooses to sieze, we 
are on the verge of a, strange de- 
velopment. 
If it is right to take 


the Philippines for profit, it is 
right to take any other country for 
profit that we can sieze. The limit 
of our territory will foe the limit of 
our power. 
Now, I believe every 


patriot would like to sae Canada 
annexed to the TTnited States. 
I 


think everybody believes that it is 
an inevitable development in the 
future. 
Certainly the annexation 


of Mexico is not impossible. Th'e 
annexation of South America is not 
impossible. 
And the .annexation 


of China is a much more reasonable 
suggestion n'ow than the sugges- 
tion of the annexation of the Phil- 
ippines would have befen 
three 


years ago. 
In fact, the reason for 


taking the Philippine islands is 
that they lie so close to China that 
they would give us access to Chi- 
nese markets. 
Well, Ohina lies 


closer 
tx> itself. 
Moreover, 
we 


have ths more reastm for annexing 
China. 
China has insulted us— 


insulted out dignity in the person 
of our ambassador. 
Tha Filipinos 


never -did anything except help us 
on the field of battle with their al~ 


If the republican theory is cor- 


rect. then we can establish as many 
kinds of government as ciprics 
miay dictate. 
Iff wa can establish 


two kinds we can establish twenty. 


The very first suggestion -that IB 


made here of empire in the Philip- 
pine islands requires us to over- 
throw the one contribution of thte 
American nation to the science of 
government. 


Here we have a court, the inde- 


pendent judiciary, and while Ihit 
is sacred liberty is- sscuied— secuie 
as the stais in the heavens. The 
first proposal is to curtail the juris- 
diction of the supreme court. 
It 


won't extend to the Phi1 ippine 
islands if the constitution does not 
extend it. Nor will it extend to 
Canada or China or to other posses- 
sions of an imperial character 
which congress will find1 itself 
called upon to seize just as soon as 
our syndicaters and adventurers 
fiud that it is possible to uss the 
government n'at merely to exploit 
the American people, but to ex- 
ploit the whole world with their 
tyranny and oppression. 
I don't 


believe the supreme court will 
consent to this. But I know lliat 
the administration has exhausted 
every power to delay the bringing 
before this supreme tribunal of 
weighty questions affecting the na- 
tion's welfare, until after the elec- 
tion, 
Millions of treasure have 


been spent and thousands1 of preci- 
ous lives lost in an enterprise of 
doubtful morality, in the hope that 
eventually affairs will take such a 
turn that the court will shrink 
from its duty. Ir MCcKinley and a 
republican 
congress be 
elected. 


they who have not hesitated to 
conspire will not hesitate to coerce 
the court to sustain their policy. 


The war in which we are engaged 


is cruel, it is profitless, and it is 
base, because we have turned on 
our allies. I know that the whole 
republican party, from McKinley 
down to Koosevelt, insist that we 
had not auiance and gave no prom- 
ise of independence to the Filipinos. 
Now, we do not need to contradict 
them, for the facts do it. Let us 
willingly admit that no definite 
word was given to A^uinaldo. Lst 
us admit that no aid was extended 
to him. We must admit that by 
some mysterious) influence be was 
taken on board an American sh'p 
and landed on the islands; that be 
was given American arms, and 
that, by some mysterious influence, 
he was moved to co-operate with 
the Americans, and to do so most 
effectively. The facts are all tnere, 
and the American and Filipino 
forces attacked the Spaniards joint- 
ly. They tell us there wad no 
treaty? Ah, fellow 
citizens, if 


there was no treaty written in ink 
there was one written in blood. 
(Applause.) 
Ko one doiibta that 


Aguinaldo and his men risked their 
lives in battle and aided the Amer- 
icans to conquer the Spaniards, 
under the belief that by ao doing 
they were to be aided to secure 
their own independence. 
AH the 


American officers knew that the 
Filipinos held thia belief, and if, 
knowing it, they" accepted his aid, 
then Aguinaldo was our ally in the 
sight of God and man. 


Aguinaldo, with the full knowl- 


edge and acquiescence of the Amer- 
icans, killed and captured Spanish 
soldiers and seized Spanish prop- 
erty. How, if h* did those things, 
he mu»t have be*h either a trldier 
or « brigand, Xf fee **» * saldier, 


he must have been fighting 
•me government, He was not an 
American soldier, and not a Span- 
ish soldier. 


If he was not in the employ of 


Spain or this country, then there 
was only one other power in whose 
employ he could have been. That 
was the revolutionary government 
of the Philippine islands. 
When 


we fought side by side as soldiers 
who waved that flag over their 
head, accepting the sacrifice of 
their lives and cf their blood, we.e 
they not allies pledged to us and 
we to them, not only "by every 
bound rule, but by every rule of 
international law of justice to cany 
out the principles they fought fcrP 
(Applause.) 


Disguise it as you may, one cf 


two things is true. This Aguinal- 
do, being either a bandit of a sol- 
dier—if he was a bandit we aimed 
him and we are responsible for all 
his acts. If he was a soldier, we 
fought with him and we -are bound 
to help him now to achieve his lib- 
erty, as he helped us to overthrow 
Spain and destroy her. Whatever 
may be said, one of two things is 
true: 
Either Aguinaldo was our 


ally in war or we were his accessor- 
ies in brigandage. 


You will remember that they 


have also said that we are entitled 
to this as indemnity f sr our losses 
in the war with Spain. Of all the 
injuries to American patriotism, of 
al'l the outrages on American vir- 
tue, I believe this is the worst* 
Well may the republicans complain 
that democrats having forced on 
the war are now 'opposed to gather- 
ing its fruits. The difficulty <s that 
the republicans never understood 
the spirit of patriotism and justice 
which forced a reluctant adminis- 
tration to strike for freedom, and 
now they are endeavoring to beTay 
the war which they wore compelled 
to start. 


What fruits 
do you suppose 


democrats and patriots contem- 
plated? When the resolution de- 
claring that this country had no 
thought of conquest or aggression 
passed congress that was the sober, 
solemn 
declaration of an actual 


truth, When the victory was won 
it was in the hands of a man who 
did not understand the spirit of 
patriotism or the 
language 
of 


truth. (Applause.) 
Talk of in- 


demnity! Indemnity for the losses 
in that holy war! 


Why, the American patriot that 


sprung to arms to check this 
butchery of his fellow 
creatures 


was not a mercenary rushing down 
to fight for pay or compensation. 
He was a hero fighting for liberty, 
and those who fell were martyrs in 
the cause of freedom. 


Conceive for one moment, 
my 


friends, what would have been the 
condition of this country if the 
terms of that resolution adopted at 
the beginning of the war had been 
loyally carried out. Suppose at 
the end of hostilities Mr. McKin- 
ley had declared that he wanted 
nothing from Spain except the vin- 
dication of freedom. 
If we had 


said to her, *The sword which we 
drew against you was not the blade 
of destruction, it was the humane 
knife of surgery; we did not seek 
to injure you, but to perform a 
necessary separation between you 
and your colonies where the con- 
nection was fatal to one and in- 
jurious to the other. We bid you 
go now and repair the losses that 
you have sustained. 
Lay to your 


soul the lesson that tribute poisons 
the nation that takes it. Cultivate 
yoUr soil and build up 
a 
new 


prosperity, not upon the owners of 
lands, but upon the cultivation of 
lands. For us, we ask no reward 
for the enterprise which we have 
undertaken. 
We did not 
begin 


this war to extend our territorial 
limits, but to extend the adminis- 
tration of justice and the kingdom 
of heaven and the reign of liberty 
throughout the world.' 


Had that been done this country 


would have taken even a higher 
place in the civilization 
of the 


world, and Mr. McKinley's posi- 
tion before 
men would be even 


higher than that of Abraham Lin- 
coln. 
The chance that Kr. Me- 


Kinley had is lost, but it comes 
back to the American people in an 
even higher degree. It would have 
been creditable to have sustained 
an administration that had initi- 
ated such a policy. It would be 
glorious to enforce it against an 
administration that sought to be- 
tray the sense 
of 
justice of a 


mighty people. 


When we realize all that this na- 


tion has stood for in the past) can 
we hesitate what to doP You re- 
member, they tell us we have been 
isolated and should hereafter take 
a place among the world powers. 
Isolated we have been, it is true, 
but, 0 what a glorious isolation. 
We alone have stood apart from 
all the vicious systems of govern- 
ment of the old world. Everything 
good is as it were on an eminence, 
and eminence is isolation. 
That 


isolation I value above armies and 
naval power. There are two ways 
to bridge the distance 
between 


yourself and your neighbor; you 
must fo to him or he must come 
to youv fcfjou are on an qtainene* 


mutt f o do** or fee nwut ewne 


up. 
X am wi'Unp ^fcat all nations j 


should rise to our efliineuce, but I 
pray God we shall Bever leave our 
isolation to descend to the plunder 
and bloodshed policies of the old 
world. 


Contrast the condition of men 


today with what it was in the past, 
and you will almost believe they 
are a superior order 
of beings. 


When the light of this nation 
broke upon the world humanity 
took new hope. Struggling people 
everywhere drew inspiration and 
strength in watching the glow of 
the light kindled on the shores of 
the Atlantic. In the early part of 
this century we saw old doctrines 
of oppression overthrown, religious 
tests removed from politics, the 
minds of men turned from invent- 
ing instruments of destiuction to 
instruments of production; we saw 
the state lending itself to a diffu- 
sion of knowledge and building in- 
stitutions of learning; statesmen 
turning from discussing the divi- 
sion of the earth's surface to dis- 
cussing the elevation of mankind; 
we found nations acknowledging 
the independence of men, and, fili- 
ally, at the close of the century, 
we saw nations on both sides of 
the Atlantic discussing humani- 
tarian plans that would make life 
more blessed and helpless old age 
more honorable. 


But the moment this republic 


turned its back on the principles 
which had made it great, the world 
darkened and all the work of a cen- 
tury was seemingly lost. The mo- 
ment an American soldier, for the 
first time in history, leveled a gun 
at a man who sought liberty the 
sea was covered with transports 
bearing English 
troops to South 


Africa. 


The Boer war was the result of 


Chnmberlainism and McKinleyism, 
the twin exponents of imperialism. 
The triumph of the one on the 
other side has been absolute, but 
pray God the 
other 
will not 


triumph on this side. 


I know that if Mr. Bryan be 


elected now he will not be in office 
thirty days before this government 
will have forsaken the pathway 
of militarism and will have en- 
tered upon the pathway of free- 
dom. 


The gentlemen who talk from the 


republican platform talk of pros- 
perity as if the prosperity of the 
country was shown by the price of 
securities in Wall street. The con- 
clusive evidence of prosperity, the 
one which never can betray or mis- 
lead, is the rate of wages paid to 
laborers. Now, I do not say that 
with any expression bf special af- 
fection for the man1 J who works 
with his hands, but because labor 
must produce the fund from which 
its wages are paid. If its wages 
are high, its production must b^ 
expensive. 
When 
production is 


expensive, commodities are abund- 
ant, and when 
comn^oddties 
art 


abundant prosperity must be gen- 
eral, and when prosperity is gen- 
eral you and I and all of us must 
share. Now prosperity is forced to 
find openings for commodities fair- 
ly distributed among those who 
produce them. 
I say that Mr. 


Bryan's election will make for that 
form of prosperity, and I say, 
moreover, that no real value in this 
country will be depreciated by his 
election. 


"We are told by our republican 


adveisaries that the issue of this 
campaign is the preservation of our 
national prosperity. I accept that 
issue. 
I go faitlier, and I say 


that on the results of this election 
depend not merely the prosperity 
of the American people, but the 
prosperity of the 
whole human 


race. 
I believe that republicans 


and democrats will concede that the 
establishment of this republic was 
the most important contribution to 
human progress sine? the birth of 
Christianity. 
The benefit of this 


republic to the human race was 
not the adoption of a written con- 
stitution. Long before the conven- 
tion met to deliberate, long before 
the Declaration of Independence 
had been proclaimed in Philadel- 
phia, executives had administered 
govsrnments, 
pai 1 i aments 
had 


adopted, and judgob 
had 
inter- 


preted laws. But never in the his- 
tory of the race until the Amer- 
ican people came together to frame 
the system under which they in- 
tended to live was a government 
established, not as an infamous 
assumption of divine intervention, 
but upon the oonsent and on the 
will of the people to establish Jus- 
tice, to provide for the common 
welfare, and to preserve to the peo- 
ple and to their" posterity the bless- 
ings of civil liberty. 
All these 


provisions- -were interdependent, re- 
lated, and inseparable, the central 
and vital principle of all being the 
establishment of justice. The fruits 
of that experiment have been visi- 
ble all over the world. They have 
been a beacon light to humanity.

: 


Much has been piinted about the 


shah's doings in Europe, whence he 
has just returned home. His life in 
Teheran is much moie interesting, 
since there he is not hampered by 
the restraints of western civilization. 


Foster Fraser. 
the 
Englishman 


who lode a bicycle around the world, 
has just wiitten this account of one 
day at home in the life of the shah; 


4iHe rises early, performs his devo- 


tions, has a piece of thin, pasty Per- 
sian bread and a glass of sweetened 
ten 
Then at about 8 o'clock he re- 


ceives his ministers. He is slovenly 
in habit, and walks up and down the 
room with his slippers flip-flapping; 
indeed, the story goes that the rea- 
son he parted with his first wife was 
because she constantly complained 
he did fcot wash himself. He dic- 
tates dozens of letters, hears dis- 
patches read, consults authorities, 
attends to every detail of business. 


"Then he has his breakfast. 
All 


the food is carefully prepared and a 
prince of the royal 
house 
is re- 


sponsible that no tricks are played. 
Every dish as it is sent from 
the 


kitchen is sealed and the seals are 
broken in the shah's presence. The 
shah, according 
to etiquette, eats 


alone. Formerly he squatted and ate 
from a big tray placed on the floor. 
But since coming to Teheran he nas 
been persuaded to sit upon a mat- 
tress and eat from a table about a 
foot high. 
At first a chintz cloth 


was on the table,, but he was told 
it would be much nicer if he had a 
white cloth, and so a white cloth is 
now used. Between fifty and sixty 
dishes are served, but his majesty 
only touches two or three. 


"First he will eat greased rice, fol- 


lowed possibly by a chicken or some 
grilled morsels of mutton laid be- 
tween two sheets of thin bread, and 
then, as" dessert, maybe a citron in 
syrup—quite the ordinary 
Persian 


fare. 
Knives and forks are things 


unknown at court and the king eats 
everything with his fingers—greased 
rice, mutton and fruit. His favorite 
delicacy is marrow. During break- 
fast extracts from European papers, 
chiefly French, are read to the shah. 


"Following 
breakfast the 
shah 


probably has an hour's sleep, and 
then, after some glasses of tea, he 
will amuse himself with working a 
little telegraph instrument, playing 
backgammon with his ministers 
(who are careful not to win), setting 
and resetting plants in the gardens 
or taking photographs. I have seen 
a number of photographs taken by 
his majesty and some are really ex- 
cellent. Besides, he has a positive 
mania to be taken in every con- 
ceivable attitude and dress; he has 
been photographed in bed. I have 
seen photographs of his majesty in 
Uncomfortable Prussian military at- 
tire and even in the garb of an Eng- 
lish curate."

For near;y 200 years men and 


women hav*1 been devising schemes 
for defrauding insurance companies. 
The chronology of insurance swin- 
dles begins with 1730. when a wo- 
man iu a cataleptic sleep satisfied 
an insurance company of her death, 
as she had pretended. The "kind, 
hghthearted Janus Weathercock" of 
Charles Lamb's memory, dabbled in 
these schemes in the early >20s of 
the 
present 
century. 
Following 


these has come a long procession of 
imitators. Some of these have blun- 
dered and failed. 
Others have car- 


ried out ingenious schemes to a suc- 
cess that could be questioned only 
after the money had been paid ovei. 
In this article the Tribune gives the 
famous cases of this peiiod in the 
oider in which they were planned, 


FIRST CASE RECOBDED. 


Cuiiously enough, the most stiik- 


ing 
illustration, and, so 
fai 
as 


known, the only successful case of 
simulated death, is that of this fiist 
fraud in the history of life insurance 
planned in 1730. The two conspira- 
tors were 
a 
man 
and 
woman. 


Through seveial years they obtained 
large sums in various cities by the 
woman's falling 
into a cataleptic 


sleep. 
Doctois would 
give certifi- 


cates of death, mock funerpls would 
be held, and incidentally the insm- 
ance would be collected. 


In 1780 the fiist known case of 


impersonation by whjch the conspir- 
ators secuied $10,000 was recorded. 
There were two sisters, one healthy, 
the other an incurable invalid. The 
healthy one made application for the 
insurance and was accepted under 
the invalid sister's name. When the 
latter died a few months after the 
other secured payment of the insur- 
ance taken out under the name of 'he* 
dead sister. 


Jamr* Weathercock, well known 


contributor to many London period- 
ical0 on the subjects of 
art 
and 


artists, described by Charles Lamb 
as *kind, light-hearted Janus Weath- 
ercock," stands out as one of the most 
remarkable characters in the history 
of life insurance swindlers. He was 
a man of culture and had a vogue 
of his own about 1820, when he con- 
tributed to the London 
Magazine 


contemporary witfh Ella and Barry 
Cornwall, and when Hazlitt, with 
Allan Cunningham, added to its at- 
tractions. 


This man, whose mind and writ 


ings -were intense with the love of the 
beautiful, was one of the most sinis- 
ter characters of his time, and, as it 
afterwards proved, it was death to 
stand in his path—it was death to be 
his friends—it WAS death to occupy a 
house with him. In 1829, some few 
years after he had burned out hib 
literary efforts and his love of the 
voluptuous had replaced that of tha 
classically beautiful, he visited with 
his wife and uncle. Soon after his 
visit commenced his uncle died and 
James Wainwright inherited his 
uncle's property. This was quickly 
squandered and more must be had. 


On March 28, 1830, Mrs. Wain- 


wright, with hei stepsister, Helen 
Abercombie, a beautiful girl, made 
their first appearance in the insur- 
ance o&ces of London, seeking life 
insurance. Finally, to the great dis- 
appointment of ukind, light-hearted 
Janus Weathercock,1' only £18,000 
was placed at two and three years 
on. the life of his beautiful sister-m- 
aw, Helen Abercrombie. 


But affairs became desperate in the 


meantime and the man giew famii- 
.ar with crime. Stock had been in- 
vested in the Bank of England, of 
which he and his wife weie only 
'ntitled to the interest. While wait- 
ng for Helen's death he forged the 
names of trustees to a power of; at- 
torney six successive times and 
attained the capital. This 
gone, he sold and mortgaged every- 
thing he possessed, and finally ended 
in apartments in ConduU street lor 
himself, his wife* and his sister-in- 
life. 
Immediately after this Miss 


Abercrombie n^de a will under the 
suasion of James 
Wainwright in 


favor of her 
sister, Madeline, ap- 


pointing him sole executor, and as- 
signed her life policies for $90,000 
to h*r brother-inlaw. 
The excuse 


was that she intended 
to 
travel 


abroad. Wainwright may have in- 
tended to substitute a body for hers 
after her departure and announce- 
ment of death. 
But she did 
not 


leave, and on the night .following the 
assignment of her policy 
she was

Wamwright's claim for £18,000 


insurance was resisted, and, being 
called on to prove an insurable in- 
terest, he quickly left England. In

criminal and not a civil court should 
have been the theater of the case, 
The insurance companies later won, 
and as his forgeries on the Bank of 
England had been discovered, Wain- 
light remained in France. 


At Boulogne Wainwright 
lived 


with an English officer, whose life !he 
insured for £5,000. 
One premium 


only was paid, when his host died. 
Wainwright then left Boulogne, as- 
sumed a feigned name, but was fin- 
ally arrested by the French police, 
when strychnine was found on his 
person, for which has was confined in 
Paris for six months. 
4 


After his release he returned to 


London, intending* to remain only 
forty-eight hours* but he was recog- 
nized whilst peering from his hotel 
window, ai rested, and sentenced to 
transportation for life. 


GHAVEYABD rtfSURAETCE. 


The Countess of Athlone was in- 


sured for $150,000, distributed with 
seven companies. 
Over $100,000 


was placed after she had been taken 
with paralysis. 
She died about five 


years after the insurance was effect- 
ed, and (her relatives compromised 
with the companies on a basis of 50 
cents on the dollar. 


Mrs. Jane Evans insured her ser- 


vant's life for over $30,000, and the 
servant died within three months of 
the last policy being effected. During- 
the trial of the case it was clearly 
proved that the servant, Ann Els- 
worthy, was an inveterate tand ha- 
bitual hard drinfeer, whereas this was 
denied in the list of questions asked 
of Mrs. EJvans at the time she applied 
for the policies. 
After long litiga- 


tion, sometimes in her favor and 
sometimes against her, the l<ast ap- 
peal decided against her. 


This same Mrs. -Evans, it was 


found by investigation instituted toy 
the British Commercial Insurance 
company during the litigation, had 
made proposals on the life of lier sis- 
ter, Dinah Feysenmeyer, in 1827, for 
sums aggregating over $115,000 in 
various companies, of which she se- 
cured about one-fourth. 
Soon After 


the policies were issued her sister 
died. 


'Mrs. Evans' father was also found 


to have "benefitted by ithat lady's 
death by £7,499. 


In 1848, in Berlin, Germany, a sur- 


geon was (bribed to certify to the 
death of an insured person who was

alive. 
A coffin was procured and 


filled with stones and rotten straw, 
which was solemnly interred with all 
religious ceremony.

RICH GOLD STRIKE. 


News was received in Helena to- 


day that one of the biggest strikes 
of fabulously rich ore ever reported 
in this state was made on Monday 
in the East Pacific mine, 
fifteen 


miles east of here. The ore runs 
from $30,000 to $40,000 a ton in 
gold. Pieces) are shown that are at 
least one-half solid gold. 
The dis- 


covery was made in drifting the No. 
4 tunnel, which is now under ground 
over 2,000 feet. 


Exceedingly high-grade ores have 


been shipped from this mine before, 
but nothing like this was ever seen 
in this part of the country. 
There 


are about twelve inches of the high- 
grade ore, and four inches of it is 
literally a streak of almost 
solid 


gold. The discovery was matie at a 
depth of 900 feet from the surface, 
which shows that the pay in this 
mine goes down to great depth. 


The East Pacific has already pro- 


duced upwards of $1,500,000 in gold, 
and this new streak will undoubted- 
ly add enormously to the production 
of the mine. The property was pur- 
chased by Mr. Bell about four years 
ago from Winston Bros. & Kendrick, 
The latter had taken a large amount 
of ore—some $500,000 or $600,000— 
out of the East Pacific, but thought 
that the mine was exhausted, and 
after shutting it down and allow- 
ing it to remain idle for seven or 
eight years, they finally sold it to 
Mr. Bell 
for 
$10,000. 
Mr. Bell 


cleaned out the old workings and 
made a cross cut, discovered a new 
vein and took out within six weeks 
after he purchased the mine more 
than double the amount it had cost 
him. Since then it has been a steady 
producer.

When I 


see God filling the earth with all va^ 
ii«ti«s of food I have not mue^ con- 
fidence in the teaming of those who 
would put us (ipnt ^£vere; re^men. 
There ars p&renlp wliq, T^itfo a wrong 
theory in this respect, deny their 
children all harmless luxuries, and 
without sufficient inquiry send fhem 
out to boarding schools where their 
intellects are cultured to the disad- 
vantage of their starved bodies; so 
that from many a boarding school a 
class of twenty will graduate, nine- 
teen of them g'hosts. 
Now, when I 


see the three angels eating the calf 
which Abraham slew, and when I 
find Christ eating broiled fish even 
after his resurrection, I come to the 
conclusion that the theories of the 
vegetarian are not, from a religious 
standpoint, well founded.

In Russia the wealth of the pea- 


gantry does not keep pace with the 
increased demands on the national 
exchequer, ,and the tempeiance re- 
form, like the czai's peace rescript, 
had, first of all, a financial basis. 


In Russia, as in £ngl^nd> the cash 


value of liquor licenses is enormous, 
ajid the first object of the -state mo- 
nopoly was to secure for the empire 
the vase revenue of unearned incre- 
ment which for generations ha4 
found its way into the pockets of the 
publicans. 


"Two objects (have been kept in 


view throughout/* says a govern- 
ment report, "firstly, to obtain for the 
"benefit of the state the largest possi- 
ble amount of revenue from this 
trade; and, secondly, to diminish 
drunkenness." 


It is not the simplest thing in the 


world for a state to dispossess a great 
body of men of authority (which they 
have come to regaid as their natural 
right; but Russia, beginning on a 
small, experimental soale^ihad little 
difficulty in this respect. 
The state 


abolished the publican and left the 
public housis. 
Then, stepping- be- 


hind the countei, tha government be- 
cajne sole proprietor. 


Governor shcips and depots were 


opened, at which all spirits were sold 
in sealed bottles, not to be opened on 
the premises, 'bearing a label shew- 
ing the price, quantity and alcoholic 
stiength of the contents. 
No coik- 


screws aie allowed in the shops. 'Con- 
sumption on the piemises is forbid- 
den in government shops, but is al- 
lo-weM under certain conditions in 
other places—in restauiants, railway 
stations, etc* 


To counteract the taproom the gov- 


eminent has established tearooms, 
where people can meet without any 
temptation to drink.—JLond on Ex- 
pi ess.

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PATENf OFFICE RELICS 


The 
Modest Beginnings of 


Some of the World's Great- 
est Inventions. 


**•••••••••*••••*•••••••»* 


Washington, D. CM 
Oct* 17,—On 


fcns shelves at the patent office are 
* scores of modest models of inven- 
tions the world could not do without. 
A visit to this great market house 
for ideas impresses one 
with the 


knowledge that the model is no in- 


s dication of the value of the inven- 


tion. The patent office is filled with 
hundreds of finely formed and care- 
fully finished models of inventions 
that have not brought the inventor 
enough even to pay for the expense 
of preparing the model. The great- 
est inventions have been but 
the 


crude beginning of some idea subse- 
quently 
perfected. 
The 
models 


seem to partake of the same crudity. 
As the primary idea has been per- 
fected other models have been sub- 
mitted in elaboration, and the steps 
in the perfecting of some radical in- 
novation are coutempoianeously ex- 
pressed in the models filed with the 
patent office. Though the rule is not 
without exceptions, the greatest in- 
ventions were 
first 
piotected by 


models of such 
crudity 
as to be 


scarcely recognizable as foieiunners 
of the finished article of today. 


Take the telephone, for instance. 


In the patent office are two cones of 
wood with membraneous ends and a 
confusing tangle of metal and wire. 
Each of the cones could be hidden m 
one's hand. 
Yet they are the be* 


ginning of an idea that has been 
perfected to the elaborate instiument 
of today, out of "which millions have 
been made and by the use of which 
continents are biidged. 


No one at first glance would asso- 


ciate these insignificant bits of wood 
and metal with the telephone of to- 
day. 
As a matter of fact, the in- 


ventor himself recently did not. One 
day some photogiaphs cf the original 
telephone instrument 
were shown 


to Alexander Graham Bell, the in- 
ventor of the telephone, and he was 
asked some questions concerning the 
instrument. 
: 


"I don't know what this is," said | 


Mr. Bell. 
"I have never seen the j 


instruments hei^e represented." 
j 


It was explained that the pictures j 


were an accurate representation of i 
the models of his first telephone, the 
crude idea on which he had built his 
fama and fortune. Aided by this ex- 
planation Mr. Bell recalled the prin- 
ciples oi his first model. But asso- 
ciation with the perfected 
instru- 


ment of today had so blurred recol- 
lection of the crude model by which 
he first protected his invention that 
the memory for the moment had been 
obliterated* 
Mr* Bell manifested 


the greatest interest in the models 
and said he would take the first op- 
portunity to visit the patent office 
and renew acquaintance with the old 
creatures of his brain. 


Though small and insignificant, 


these two crude models of the tele- 
phone were sufficient to secure the 
patents on the principles, which, as 
sst forth in the patent gianted Mr. 
Bell March 7, 1876, were: 
*'Thc 


method of, and appaiatus for, trans- 
mitting vocal and other sounds tele- 
graphically, by causing 
electiical 


undulations, similar in form to the 
vibrations of the an accompanying 
the vocal or other sounds/* 
From 


the illustiations the leceivei 
and 


transmitters aie leadily recognized. 


Of scarcely less 
commercial im- 


portance are the aic and incandes- 
cent lights. The aic light has un- 
dergone little change in 
general 


form since it was patented by Coiner 
and Baker on May 18, 1858. There 
have been wondeiful changes in its 
mechanism, but the hour-glass form 
of thc"hi.». model is still preserved. 


With the incanaefcbc^t light it is 


different. 
There is not the -£>ht- 


est resemblance between 
the fir»t 


model and the bulb light of today. 
Its inventois had an idea that the 
light would be valuable as a signal 
light. So they patented it as such. 
"The nature of our invention/* they 
said, "consists in the combination 
cf a platinum coil or its 
effective 


equivalent, with a tiansparent sig- 
nal lantern, said combination being 
effected by arranging the coil with- 
in the lantern upon two conducting 


" wires, which are connected -with an 


electro-galvanic battery. By our in- 
vention the most intense and bril- 
lixnt light can be constantly kept 
up, as the electric current is con- 
centrated by the platinum coil in 
such a manner that said coil will al- 
ways be heated to the color of a bril- 
liant white flame, which will 
be 


s n at a great distance through the 
unshaded central part of the lantern, 
and its reflected rays through the 
colored portions of the colored front." 


Thousands have used the folding

But he got 
a patent on it, and hundreds of other 
inventors have sought to improve on 
his invention.

I went from here to the Congo 


plateau for '& fortnight's elephant 
shooting. In this country the pre- 
vailing type of elephant differs con- 
siderably from the Toro and Nile 
type. 
Full-grown 
bulls 
carrying 


seventy, eighty and ninety-pound 
tusks stood no higher than nine feet 
at the shoulder, whereas two of the 
Toro type which I measured were a 
full eleven feet six inches. 
The 


ivory was also quite 'different, tusks 
from the former being long, thin and 
almost straight and very white and 
free from cracks, a$ opposed to the 
curly, dull-white tusks covered with 
cracks of the heavier beast. 


The Balegga, who inhabit the hills 


to the north, wove suffering terribly 
at this time from the effects of a long 
drouth. They looked upon me as a 
great institution and swarmed down 
in hundreds for the elephant nie-Tt.

WASHINGTON THINKS THERE IS 


NOTHING NEW IN IT. 


London. 
Oct. 20.—Germany and 


England have formed an alliance to 
maintain 
territorial 
integrity of 


China and to keep ports open. 
The 


terms of this agreement, which was 
arrived at October 16, between "Lord 
Salisbury and Count Von Hatzfeldt, 
German ambassador to England, are 
officially given out as follows: 


:The German government and her 


British majesty's government, being 
desirous to maintain their interests 
iu China and their right under ex- 
isting treaties, have agreed to ob- 
serve the following principles re- 
garding a mutual policy in China. 


"Firstly—It is a matter of joint 


permanent 
international 
interest. 


Ports on the rivers and canals of 
China should remain free and -open 
:o trade and io every other legitimate 
form of economic activity for the peo- 
ples of all countries without distinc- 
tion; and the two governments agree 
on their part to uphold the sanre for 
.ill Chinese territory as far Jis they 
can exercise in nuence. 


Secondly—-Both governments agree 


that they will not on their part make 
use of the present complication to 
obtain for themselves any territorial 
nil van Inge in Chinese dominion, and 


•ill direct their policy towards main- 


taining umliminished the territorial 
condition of the Chinese empire. 


Thirdly—In case of another power 


making use of 'the complications in 
China in order to obtain under any 
form whatever such territorial ad- 
vantages, the two contracting par- 
ties reserve to themselves the right 
to come to a preliminary understandi- 
ng regarding the eventual step .to be 
taken for the protection of their own 
ntcrests in China. 


"Fourthly—The two governments 


will communicate this agreement to 
the others powers interested, espe- 
cially 
Austria-Hungary, 
Trance, 


Italy, Japan, 'Russia and the United 
States and invite them to accept: the 
principles recorded in it."

Philadelphia convention w-lien ha 
said: 
"We will take them for 


what there is in It." 


If it would be profitable to take 


the Philippines I 
would like to 


know what power it would be im- 
proper to take. 
•Certainly if con- 


gress has the right to set up any 
government that it pleases, in. any 
country that it chooses to sieze, -we 
are on the verge of a strange 
velopm&nt. 
If it is right to take 


-the 
[Philippines for profit, it is 


right to take any other country for 
profit that we can sieze. The limit 
of our -territory will (be the limit of 
•cur power. 
How, I believe every 


patriot would like -to &3e Canada, 
annexed to the United States, 
think everybody believes that it is 
an inevitable development in the 
future. 
'Certainly tha annexation 


of Mexico is not impossible. 
The 


annexation of South America is not 
impossible. 
'And the .annexation 


of China is -a much more reasonable 
suggestion now than the sugg-ez- 
tion of the annexation of the Phil- 
ippines -would have "betn -three 
years ag-o. 
In fact, the reason for 


taking- the Philippine islands is 
that they lie so close ta China that 
they would give us access to Chi- 
neaa markets. 
Well, China lies 


closer 
to itself. 
Moreover, 
we 


have the more reascn for annexing 
China. 
China has insulted us- 


insulted out dignity in the person 
of our -ambassador. 
Tli3 Filipinos 


never -did anything except help us 
en the field of battle with their al- 
liance. 


Tf thn republican thecry is cor- 


rect, theii we can establish as many 
kinds of government as cipries 
may dictate. If Tsra can establish 
two kinds we can establish twenty. 


Tho very first suggestion 'that is 


made here of fimpirr, in the Philip- 
pine islands requires us to over- 
throw the ono contribution of the 
American nation to the science of 
jo v enun.cn t. 


Here we have r. court, the inde- 


pendent judiciary, and while tint 
is sacred liberty is- ssmired — secuie 
p.s the stars in the heavens. The 
first proposal is to curtail the juris- 
diction of the supreme court. 
It 


won't 
extend 
to the Phi'ippine 


islands if the constitution does not 
extend it. Nor will it extend to 
Canada or China or to other posses- 
sions of an 
impeiial character 


which congress will find itself 
called upon to seize just as soon as 
our syiidicaters and adventurers 
find that it is possible to uss the 
irovernment not merely to exploit 
the American people, but to ex- 
ploit the whole -world with their 
tyranny and oppression. 
I don't 


believe 
the 
supreme coui t 
-wil I 


consent to this. Eut I know tliat 
the administration has exhausted 
every power to delay the bringing 
before this supreme tribunal of 
weighty questions -affecting- the ni- 
tion's -welfare, until after the elec- 
tion. 
Millions of treasure have 


been spent and thousands of preci- 
ous lives lost in an enterprise of 
doubtful morality, in the hope tbat 
ventuaUy affairs -will take such n 
turn 'that the court will shrink 
from its duty. Ir McKinley and a 
republican 
congress be 
elected, 


they -who have not hesitated 
to 


conspire -will not hesitate to coerce 
the court to sustain their policy. 


The war in which we are engaged 


Is cruel, it is profitless, and it is 
base, because we have turned on 
our allies. I know that the -whole 
republican party, from McKinley 
down to Roosevelt, insist th-at we 
had not auiance and gave 110 prom- 
ise of independence to the Filipinos.

the Americans, and -to do so mos 
effectively. The facts are all tnere 
and the American and Filipino 
forces attacked the Spaniards jo" 
ly. They tell na there was 
treaty? Ah, 
fellow . citizens, 


there was no treaty written in in! 
there was one written 'in blood 
(Applause.) 'No one doubts tha 
Aguinaldo and his men risked tT 
lives in battle and aided, the Amor 
icans to conquer the Spaniards 
under the belief that by so dbin 
they were to be aided to necur 
their own independence. 
All th 


American officers knew that th 
Filipinos held this belief, and i 
knowing it, they accepted Ills aid 
then Aguinaldo was our -ally in 
sight of God and man. 


Aguinaldo, with the full know 


edge and acquiescence of the Ame 
icans, killed and captured Spsnis 
soldiers and seized Spanish pro 
erty. Now, if he did-those thing 
he must have be'an either a icldi 
or »-brigand, If h» w«* * noldii 


he must havo been. lighting under 
some government, He was not an 
American soldier, and not a Span- 
ish soldier. 


If he was not in the employ of 


Spain or this country, then there 
was only one other power in wli 
employ he could have been. That 
was the revolutionary government 
of the Philippine islands. 
When 


WQ fought side by side as soldiers 
who waved that flag over their 
head, accepting the sacrifice of 
their lives and cf their -blood, v/e.e 
they not allies pledged to us and 
we to them, not only by every 
bound rule, but by every rule of 
international law of justice to cany 
out the principles they fought f 
(Applause.) 


Disguise it as you may, one cf 


two things is true. This Aguiual- 
do, being either a- bandit of a ssl- 
dier—if he was a bandit we aimed 
him and we are responsible for all 
his acts. If he was a soldier, we 
fought with him and we nre bound 
to help him now to achieve his lib- 
erty, as he helped us t:> overthrow 
Spain and destroy her. Whatever 
may be said, one of two things Is 
true: 
Either Aguinp.ldo was our 


ally in war or wo were his accessor- 
its in brigandage. 


You will remember that they 


have also said that we are entitled 
to this as indemnity for our losses 
in the war with Spain. Of all the 
injuries to American patiiolirm, of 
all the outrages on American vir- 
tue, I believe this is the worst. 
Well may the republicans complain 
that democrats having forced on 
the war are now 'opposed to gather- 
,ng its fruits. The difficulty :s that 
the republicans never understood 
the spirit of patriotism and justice 
which forced a reluctant adminis- 
tration to strike for freedom, and 
now they are endeavoring to betray 
the war which they were compelled 
to start.

Ho was n hero fighting for liberty, 
and those who fell were martyrs in 
the cause of freedom. 


Conceive for one moment, 
my 


friends, what would have been the 
condition of this country if the 
terms of that resolution adopted at 
the beginning of the war had been 
loyally carried out. Suppose at 
the end of hostilities Mr. McKiu- 
ley had declared that he wanted 
nothing from Spain except the vin- 
dication of 
freedom. If we had 


said to her, 'The sword which we 
draw against you was not the blnde 
of destruction, it was the humane 
knife of surgery; we did not seek 
to injure you, but to 
perform a 


necessary separation between you 
and your colonies where the con- 
nection was fatal to one and in- 
jurious to the other. We bid you 
go now and repair the losses that 
you have sustained. Lay to your 
soul the lesson that tribute poisons 
the nation that tnkes it. 
Cultivate

prosperity, not upon the owners of 
lands, but upon the cultivation of 
lands. 
For us, we ask no reward 


for the enterprise which we have 
undertaken. 
We did not 
begin 


this war to extend our territorial 
limits, but to extend the adminis- 
tration of justice and the kingdom 
of heaven and the reign of liberty 
throughout the -world.' 


Had that been done this country 


would have taken even a higher 
place in the civilization 
of the 


world, and Mr. McKinley's posi- 
tion before 
men would be even 


higher than that of Abraham. Lin- 
coln. 
The chance that 
Mr. 


Kinley had is lost, but it comes 
back to the American people in an 
even higher degree. It would have 
been creditable to have sustained 
an administration that had initi- 
ated such a policy. 
It would be 


glorious to enforce it against an 
administration that sought to ba- 
tray the sense 
of 
justice of a 


mighty people. 


When we realize all that this iia 


tion has stood for in the past, can 
we hesitate what to dof

Contrast the condition 
of men 


today with what it was in the past, 
and yon will almost believe they 
are a superior order 
of beings. 


When the light of 
this 
nation 


broke upon the world humanity 
took new hope. Struggling people 
everywhere drew inspiration and 
strength in watching the glow of 
the light kindled on the shores o: 
the Atlantic. In the early part of 
this century we saw old doctrines 
of oppression overthrown, religious 
tests removed from politics, 
the 


minds of men turned from invent- 
ing instruments of destruction to 
instruments of production; we saw 
the state lending itself to a diffu- 
sion of knowledge and building in- 
stitutions of learning;

QUIET IN ISLAND. 


People nre Preparing: for the Con- 


stitutional Convention—The 


Health Conditions. 


New York, Oct. 20.—Hnj. Gen. 


Leonni'd Wood, governor of Cuba, ar- 
rived todny from Havtunm. He will 
proceed immediately to Washington 
nnd return to 
Havana by way of 


Tampti, Fla. General Wood stiid: 


"I came up from Havana at the re- 


quest of the department and to maku 
preparations to tnke 
my 
family 


down to Cuba, as I shall be unable 
to come up again during the winter. 
I shall return to Havana before the 
end of October in order to be on hand 
for the constitutional 
convention, 


which meets November 5 next. Af- 
fairs are quiet in Cuba and the peo- 
ple are busy preparing for the con- 
vention. 


"The death rate in Havana, 
in- 


cluding' yellow fever, is smaller than 
for many years. The recent increase 
in yellow fever cases is attributed 
to the large immigration of Span- 
iards. The immigrants are not im- 
muues nnd are 
susceptible to the 


disease not only on this account, but 
from tlie fact that they have no con- 
ception of sanitation when exposed to 
the disease. However, we are rank- 
ing1 arrangements 
to 
establish a 


quarantine system of detaining them 
on hulks- until they 
can 
be for- 


warded through to their destinations 
in the country districts. Of course, 
many will stay in Havana, finding 
employment in the warehouses nnd 
factories, and we must expect to find 
cases of yellow fever among them."

shah's doiLgs in Europe, whence he 
has just returned home. His life in 
Teheran, is much more interesting, 
since there he is not hampered by 
the restraints of western civilization. 


Foster Eraser, 
the 
Englishman 


who rode a bicycle around the world, 
has just written this account of one 
day at home in the life of the shah: 


"He rises early, performs his devo- 


tions, has n piece of thin, pasty Per- 
sian bread and a glass of sweetened 
tea. 
Then at about 8 o'clock he re- 


ceives his ministers. He is slovenly 
in h:iblt, and walks up and down the 
room with his slippers Hip-flapping; 
indeed, the story goes that the rea- 
son he parted with his first wife was 
because she constantly complained 
ho did hot wash himself. 
He dic- 


tates dozeus of letters, hears dis- 
patches road, consults authorities, 
attends to every detail of business. 


"Then he has his breakfast. 
All 


the food is carefully prepared nnd a 
prince of the royal 
house 
is re- 


sponsible that no tricks are played. 
Every dish as it is sent from 
the 


kitchen is sealed and the seals are 
broken in the shah's presence. 
The 


shah, according- 
to etiquette, eats 


alone. Formerly lie squatted and ate 
"rom a big- tray placed on the floor. 
But since coining to Teheran he na.i 
been persuaded to sit upon a mat- 
tress and eat from a table about a 
foot high. 
At first a chintz cloth 


ivfts 011 the table,, but he was told 
.t would be much nicer if he had a 
white cloth, and so a white cloth is 
now used. 
Between fifty and sixty 


dishes are served, but his majesty 
»nly touches two or three. 
"First he will eat greased rice, i'ol- 


owed possibly by a chicken or some 
grilled morsels of mutton laid be- 
:ween two sheets of thin bread, and 
:hen, ns dessert, maybe a citron in 
iyrup—quite the ordinary Persian 
are. 
Knives and forks are things 


unknown at court and the king eats 
ivery thing with his fingers—greased 
ice, mutton and fruit. His favorite 
lelicacy is marrow. During- break- 
ast extracts from European papers, 
hiefly French, are read to the shah.

.THE PKEACHER, SAYS SOMETHING TO YOUNG MEN WHO 


HAVE LEFT THE PARENTAL ROOF.

nourishing them three years, that at 
the end thereof they might stand 
before the King-." 


My text opens the door of a college 


iu Babylon, and introduces you to 
a young-student 17 
years of age, 


Daniel by name. 
Bo not surprised 


if In'the college you find ninny hilar- 
ities. Put a hundred young men to- 
gether aivd they are sure to have a 
good time. There is no harm in that. 
Gcci does not write out the trees urm 
the sTflss and the blossoms in dull 
prose; 
The 'old robin 
docs nnt sit 


moping in the nest because of the 
chirpings and the lively adventures 
of Jhe fledglings that have just be- 
gun.. to1 fly. Do not come into an or- 
clmr'fl loolcing for winter apples on n 
Uay'.'morning. 


But Daniel of the text is far from 


bsing. _- gay. 
. What 
oppressive 


thoughts must have come over him as 
he remembered that he was a cap- 
tive in a 'strange land! 
The music 


that came into his study window WES 
not the song of Zion,-but the sound 
of flufe, swicfcbut and dulcimer in the 
worship of'the heaUipa g-od. 
More- 


over,,he had no hope of ever, getting 
back home again and ra-eeting those 
who had missed

When-you and I were in school or 


college, and the vacation approached,

.Babylon. Cyrus afterward consented 
that some of his captives should re-

people; but tell me what Pharaoh of 
evil habit 'ever cheerfully consented 
to let any of its victims go.

Con- 
sumption on the premises is forbid- 
dau in government shops, but is al- 
lcwe;l under certain conditions in 
athgr places—in restaurants, railway 
stations, otc.
